About 60 men, 
members of the honus expeditien- 
ary force evicted from Washington 
by police during the riots there 
last week arrived in St. Louis to- 
day in trucks of the Illinois State 
Highway Commission. 

Most of the group were Negroes; 


only four are World War veterans 
and about 10 said they had no part 


Washington, and had been living 
there for some time, when the po- 
lice herded them out of the city. 

“Why, they rounded up every- 
body who didn’t have a clean 
shirt,” said Bernard Conway ashe 
perched on the side of one of the 
three trucks. “They just made us 
get in line and pushed us out of 
town. I had been living in Wash- 
ington for 18 years. Times had 
been bad recently, but I had beén 
getting along, what with odd jobs 
and so forth.” 

“That’s nothing,” spoke up Wal- 
ter McConnell from another truck, 
“T had a job in the stockroom of 
a wall paper company. I was in a 
movie and when I came out the 
police made me get in line and 
here Iam. I told them I had a job, 
and five days’ pay coming—we’re 
working a five-day week—but they 
wouldn't let me out.

OXFORD, England, Aug. 2.— 


Two American tourists, Mrs. Annie 
W. Fisher of Lyndhurst, N. J., and 


her sister, Mrs. Elizabeth Walsh, 
appeared in police court today to 
charge false pretenses against a 
chance acquaſntance. He is Robert 
Arthur Cooper, well dressed. about 
40 years old, whom they accused 
of obtaining $300 of their money 
and running away with Mrs.

An officer of the bank said the 
information which caused police to 
be awaiting arrival of the party | 
there was received from a Rich- 
mond hotel at which the group 
stopped this morning en route to 
the bank. 

Davis was quoted as saying he 
had been decoyed away from his 
summer home near Lewisburg by 
a message that he was wanted to 
check over his income tax return 
and that in addition to the two 
young men under arrest here the 
kidnaping party included several 
men in an automobile with arms 
including a machine gun: 

No trace of this second car or 


its occupants was | immediately 
found by officers investigating 
here. 


Officers participating in the ar- 
rest said the two men who en- 
tered the bank with Davis and 
Robertson were armed and that 
when a move was made to arrest 
one of them the other drew a re- 
volver and threatened the officer, 
who also had his weapon drawn, 
however. 

Later the prisoner, who gave the 
name of Whittington, told police 
his name was William Craft and 
he was booked under that name, 
with Whittington as an alias. 

Police said West Virginia author- 
ities were seeking to have the pris- 
oners taken there to answer a kid- 
naping charge, but that they would 
be brought here to answer first a 
charge of highway robbery.

LISBON, Aug. 2.--The body of 
former King Manuel of Portugal, 
who. died in exile in England July 
2, was brought home here today 
aboard the British cruiser Concord 
for burial. 

Great crowds stood silently in 
the streets and watched the coffin 
borne by British bluejackets from 
the cruiser to the quay, where it 
was met by Portuguese officials. 
Old animosities were forgotten 
and the royal flag of the House of 
Braganza was at half-staff by the 
side of the banner of the republic 
which ousted Manuel 22 years ago. 
The Concord, escorted by two 
Portuguese warships, boomed a 21- 
gun salute and the guns of the land 
fort answered. 

The coffin was drawn on a gun 
carriage to the Church of St. Vin- 
cent, passing on the way the very 
spot where Manuel's father and 
brother were slain by a bomb which 
made him King in the days before 
the republic. 

Oscar Carmona, President of Por- 
tugal, the Cardinal patriarch, and 
high republican officials, attended 
the funeral services. Carriages in 
the procession were laden with 
flowers sent by people of all 
classes, even prisoners in the city 
jails.

TRIAL OF CAPT. LANCASTER 
FOR MURDER BEGINS AT MIAMI

MIAMI, Flia., Aug. 2.—A jury of 
12 men was selected today to try

*“T regarded the case as the same 
as a kidnaping,” Rogers said. 


had to fight with all my might to 


save Thomasson's property for him. 
I wasn’t fighting the devil with holy 
water.” 

The attorney related that he was 
in constant communication 
Thomasson from July 30, 1930, five 
days after the marriage, until Jan. 
23, 1931, when Thomasson disap- 
peared from. the Fairmont Hotel, 
where he had been living during a 
separation from his wife. 


Taking Desperate Remedics. 

The disappearance at that time 
occurred, according to testimony of 
previous witnesses, when Mrs. 
Thomasson forced her husband into 
an automobile near the hotel and 
took him on a long motor trip on 
which she induced him to dismiss 
Regers. 

“They were trying to get him to 
sign things just as is done in any 
kidnaping case,” Rogers testified, 
referring to the documents dis- 
missing him. Deapite the fact that 
Thomasson'’s signature was at- 
tached to the dismissal, Rogers 
stayed in the case, prosecuting an 
annulment suit and a suit for a re- 
ceiver for Thomasson’s properties. 

Admitting he filed the receiver : 
ship suit without seeing Thomas- 
son and also entered Thomasson's 
appearance to a guardianship suit 
brought by a relative, under the 
same circumstances, Rogers said, 
“I was in a desperate situation and 
taking desperate remedies.” 

Questioned About a Note. 


He charged attorneys for Mrs. 
Thomasson, some of whom are 
representing Thomasson in the 
present sanity action, with keeping 
Thomasson away from his office, 
adding, “If they had brought him 
in and let us see him, the whole 
matter could have been fixed in 
10 minutes.” ; 
Randolph Laughlin, attorney for 
Thomasson, questioned Rogers 
about a note from Thomasson 
which he turned over to another 
attorney so that the second attor- 
ney might bring several actions in 
St. Louis and St. Louis County as 
a creditor of Thomasson. 

The witness said his purpose was 
to “tie up Thomasson’s property 80 
this woman (Mrs. Thomasson) 
couldn't get it.” Laughlin pointed 
out that each action had later cost 
Thomasson a large amount in at- 
torney;s fees. 

“It wasn’t my fault!“ Rogers 
answered. It was the fault of the 
side you’re on that kept Thémasson 
away.” 

“And if we had produced him 
then, you would have taken him 
into Probate Court and railroaded 
him to an insane asylum, wouldn't 
you?” Laughlin asked. 

Accepted $40,000 Notes for Fees. 
The witness denied he had had 
any such intention. He testified 
that he did not see Thomasson 
from January, 1931, until the fol- 
lowing August, and that the meet- 
ing then was only for a few sec- 
onds, at a gasoline station beyond 
Springfield, III. 

Thomasson was permitted to say 
only, “I dismiss you. I have 
signed notes to pay you and I am 
satisfied with the settlement,” and 
was then driven away in an auto- 
mobile in which were Mrs, Thom- 
asson and her attorney, Wilfred 
Jones, according to Rogers. A few 
days afterward, the attorney said, 
he accepted: notes for $40,000 in 
fees in consideration of his with- 
drawal from the case. 

Rogers said at one stage of the 
litigation. Mra. Thomasson offered 
him $100,000 if he would “join her,“ 
but that he refused. 

He was asked by Laughlin it he 
thought Thomasson had been in- 
sane, 

“I don't say he was insane,“ the 
attorney testified. “But I do say 
he was incompetent to take care of 
his affairs where there were schem- 
ing persons.“ 

“Don’t you think he is able to 
take care of his affairs when an 
honest lawyer represents bim?“ 
Laughlin asked. ; 

“He had an honest lawyer when 
I represented him,” Rogers replied. 
“I’m satisfied with whet I dia.“ 

Edward W. Foristel Testifies: 

In previous testimony Rogers 
sajd Thomasson, his client for a 
number of years before the mar- 
riage, was “always odd and had to 
be taken care of like a baby.” He 
described Thoniasson as careless of 
personal appearance, forgetful of 
facts concerning his own business 
and hardly able te talk coherently 
on occasions. 

Edward W. Foristel, former at- 
torney for Mrs. Thomasson and a 
witness for the defense, was put on 
the stand yesterday out of turn to 
permit him te go on vacation today.

Revenue Bureau Rule Requires 


3 per cent tax on electrical energy 
levied: in the new revenue. act must 
be paid by the consumer of elec- 
tricity. 

Regulations issued by the Inter- 
nal Revenue Bureau provide that 
municipally owned plants must 
add 3 per cent of a customer's bill 
when it is rendered each month to 
provide fer the levy. The regula- 
tions say that the tax “applies to 
the amount paid fer all electrical 
energy furnished for dontestic or 
commercial consumption by any 
person or agency whether private, 
public or quasi-public.” 

In cases where municipalities 
buy energy and resell it, the 3 per 
cefit tax must be added to the cus- 
tomer’s bill and a report made to 
the Internal Revenue Bureau just 
the same as where a municipality 
manufactures and selis the energy.

DEATHBED STATEMENT STARTS

Woman Said Boy Passing as Her 
Son Was Really Child 
of Another.

2.—A faded marriage certificate, 
some old letters and mysterious re- 
mittances of money from the Unit- 
ed States form the basis of the 
claim to the vast Wendel fortune 
that Thomas Patrick Morris is 
pressing in New York, his foster- 
brother, Bernard Morris, said yes- 
terday.

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ANTI-TRUST SUIT OPENED 
AGAINST 136 COAL OPERATORS 


Coals, Inc., Defendant 
in Action Being Tried at 
Asheville, N. C. 

By the Associated Press. 

ASMEVILLE, N. C., Aug. 2.—The 
Government opened its anti-trust 
suit against 
Inc., and 136 coal operators yes- 
terday by introducing evidence that 
similar selling agencies are planned 
in 10 other coal producing districts 
east of the Mississippi River if the 
Court upholds the legality of plan. 

John Lord O’Brien, Assistant to 
the Attorney-General, offered the 
evidence, after outlining the Gov- 
ernment’s contention that the coal 
selling plan is in violation of the 
anti-trust laws because it is a “de- 
vice and instrumentality to enable 
them to put an end to all competi- 
tion among themselves . and 
to control the supply, distribution 
and prices of Appalachian coal.” 

Heading the legal staff of the 
coal producers is William J. Dono- 
van of New York, who earned a 
reputation as a trust buster“ while 
Assistant Attorney-General several 
years ago, 

Most of the day’s proceedings 
before a three-J Nase Federal Court 
was consumed by the statements of 
contentions and the introduction of 
stipulations. 

The case is being heard by Judge 
John J. Parker of the Fourth Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals, and, District 
Judges Elliott Northcott of Hunt- 
ington, W. Va., and Morris A. So- 
per, Baltimore. 

After tracing the recent history 
of the coal mining industry, which, 
he said, has become demoralized, 
Donovan said the defendants, in or- 
ganizing Appalachian Coals, Inc., 
had in mind solely the benefits 
that would flow to it from the elim- 
ination of cut-throat competition

Certain Tariffs Waived Inter- 
ests of Many Nations 
Protest.

PARIS, Aug. 2.—American busi- 


ness interests face the loss of mil- 


ons of dollars worth of trade with 


France as a result of a treaty just 
signed by France and Belgium. 
The new pact, which becomes 
effective next Monday, waives for 
Belgium the import tax of 4 per 
cent on’semi-finished goods on cer- 
tain classes and 6 per cent tax on 
finished goods. These classifica- 
tions include copper, lead, zinc, 
hides, skins, office equipment and 
many other a ticles. 

Protests were made not only by 
Americans, but by German, Brit- 
ish, Japanese, Mexican and Chilean 
interests, but there seemed nothing 
that could be done. The treaty is 
to last for eight months. 

. Even French »roducers, especial- 
ly of the metals included in the list, 
protested against the new arrange- 
ment. Under its terms the French 
interests that mine in foreign coun- 
tries the metals involved are left 
under a handicap in competing 
with the Belgians in their own 
market. N 

Importers of American apples 
and other fresh fruits also were hit 
by restrictions announced for the 
Augtst import quota which leave 
the United States only a small share 
of the total of five metric tons al- 
lotted to all countries (about 11,000 
pounds). 

Large shipments of fresh fruits 
now on the way here from the 
United States are threatened with

MAIL FRAUD FUGITIVE SEIZED, 
TAKEN ACROSS U. S. IN PLANE 


W. W. Easterday, Former Associate 
of Nicky Arnstein, Under Sen- 
tence; Sought Since June 13. 

By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 2.—W. W. 
Easterday, former associate of 
Jules (“Nicky”) Arnstein, who 
was declared a fugitive from jus- 
tice in Federal Court June 13 last, 
was brought back from Los An- 
geles by airplane today. 

Easterday was convicted, with 
three others in March, 193k on a 
charge of using the mails to de- 
fraud tn connection with a bucket 
shop scheme, and was sentenced 
to three and one-half years in the 
Federal penitentiary.

AND REMAIN IN CONTROL 


En Says Pd Responsible Rie Post- 


Election Riots Will Be Punished Swiftly » 
| Prussian,Dictator Issues Warning. 7

BERLIN, Aug. 2. — Chancellor 
Franz von Papen, head of the Ger- 
man Cabinet, informed the Associ- 
ated Press last night his Govern- 
ment intended to stay in power, 
defying the Reichstag if necessary. 

Referring to the . post-election 
riots yesterday which were attrib- 
uted to the National Socialists and 
in which four were slain, the Chan- 
cellor said whoever is responsible 
for the “regrettable events“ would 
find the Cabinet “determined to 
deal swiftly oe summarily with 
them.” 

Dr. Franz Bracht dictator of 
Prussia under Von Papen, warned 
that swift retribution would be 
meted out to offenders, 

The Chancellor made it clear that 
he, and Gen. Kurt von Schleicher, 
would continue to rule Germany 
without party support. 

“If yesterday’s election had any 
significance,” he said, “it was the 
indorsement by the German people 
of the Government’s effort to rid 
the country of party control.” 

“My colleagues and I intend to 
go before the Reichstag with our 
program of constructive effort and 
dare the members to unseat us in 
the face of the crying need for ob- 
jective, nonpartisan work.” 

The power of Bismarck was 
founded on a similar situation, a 
Cabinet set up independently of the 
Reichstag which carried on the 
Government with responsibility 
only to the Kaiser. The Von 
Papen-Von Schleicher cabinet was 
sent into power by order of Presi- 
dent von Hindenburg. 

The Communists hope they may 
not be outlawed. If Von Schleicher 
outlaws the Communists, it is point- 


ed out, the subtraction of their 


membership frem the Reichstag 
would give Hitier's Nazis a clear 
majority with which they, could set 
up their own government. 

Von Papen enumerated a num- 
der of constitutional .reforms 
Government axpeécts to seek, most 
of them aimed at introducing a 
systém of checks and balances sim- 
ilar to those of the United States 
Constitution.

MGR. SEIPEL. AUSTRIAN 
EX-CHANGELLOR, DIES 


Head of Fascist Movement in 


That Country, Leader of 
Christian Socialists. 


By the Associated Press. 
VIENNA, Aug. 2.— Mgr. Ignaz 


Seipel, former Chancellor of Aus- 


tria, died today at a sanitarium 
near here. He was 58 years old. 

Mgr. Seipel, who became Chan- 
cellor in May, 1922, had been ill 
for several months with lung trou- 
ble aggravated by an old bullet 
wound received when at attempt 
was made to assassinate him in 
1914. 

A leader of the Christian Social- 
ist party in the republic which 
was born of the war, he was the 
recognized head of the Fascist 
movement in the country, but he 
never allowed those activities to 
interfere with his duties as a priest. 

A sufferer from diabetes from 
early youth, he accustomed him- 
self to many self-denials and com- 
pensated for them by political con- 
flicts without which, his physician 
said, he could not have lived 80 
long. ‘ 

In June last year, when he ac- 
cepted a mandate to form a Cabi- 
net to succeed that of Dr. Otto 
Ender. He failed, and the task 
was handed over to Dr, Karl 
Buresch, who was e 

Following the resignation of his 
Cabinet in April, 1929. Mgr. Seipel 
several times renounced politics 
because of ill health and other 
reasons, but he was invariably 
called back. He quit his post as 
leader of the Christian Socialist 
party in April, 1930, and went to 
Oslo, Norway, but he was recalled 
to Vienna again in September. 

The body will He in state here 
until Friday when there will be 
funeral services in the historic Ste- 
phans Kirche. 

The death of Seipel saved the 
Dolifus Cabinet from defeat today 
when a no-cénfidence motion in the 
Parliament resulted in a tie vote, 
81 to 81. This was possible only 
by the hasty appointment of a 
successor to the former Chancel- 
lor's seat. He was named within 
a few hours after the death, in 
time to cast his vote. 

Member of Constitutional Assem- 
bly, Five Times Chancellor. 

A rare combination of politician 
and churchman, Mgr. Ignaz Seipel 
used his talents for many years in 
unceasing labor for the glory of the 
Roman Catholic church and the 
maintenance of law and order in 
Austria. 

He was Chancellor of the repub- 
lic five times and occupied several 
other responsible Cabinet posts. 

Dr. Seipel had almost no political 
experience before the birth of the 
republic. Just before the col'npse 
of the Austro-H mon- 
archy he was made r of So- 
cial Welfare in the last Cabinet of 
Emperor Karl I and he was elect- 
ed a member of the Constitutional 
Assembly of the new 3 . 
1919.

Shot by Assassin. 


On July 1, 1924, a fanatical worl 
man, convinced that Austria’s dis- 
tress was due to inaction by the 
Government, fired two shots at the 
Chancellor. One bullet pierced Dr. 
Seipel’s liver and the other pene- 
trated his right lung. 

Dr. Seipel was born in Vienna on 
Ju.219, 1 4,0f. umble parcntage. 
He studied theology at Vienna Uni- 
versity and was ordained a priest in 
1899. After spending some years 
as lay-priest in Lower Austria he 
became a teacher. In 1908 he was 
appointed lecturer on moral theol- 
ogy at Vienna University and in 
the following year professor of the- 
ology at Salzbur, Seminary. Si- 
multaneously he edited the Catho- 
lic Church Gazette. 

In 1917 Dr. Seipel became Su- 
perior of the convent of the Con- 
gregation of the Sisters of the Holy 
Heart of Jesus, and in the same 
year he made his first appearance 
in politics. hortly after he was 
elected leader of the Christian So- 
cialist party. 

He became Chancellor for the 
first time in May, 1922, when Aus- 
tria’s currency was nearly wiped 
out by inflation. He headed the 
delegation that procured for the 
new republic a League of Nations’ 
credit which temporarily set Aus- 
tria on its feet. 

Dr Seipel did not allow his po- 
litical career to interfere with his 
duties in the church, On numerous 
Sundays and at. Christmas he 
preached in Vienna, prisons, while, 
whenever time permitted, he toured 
the European continent lecturing to 


college students on church and po-. 


litical subjects.

HUGE U.S. TRADE 
‘PROVES PROBLEM 
IN BRITISH PARLEY 


Empire Handled Only 28 
1-2 Pct. of World Com- 
merce in 1930 While 
America Cared for 12 1-2.

‘OTTAWA, Ont., Aug. 2.—The 
stupendous part of the trade of 
Great Britain and Canada which 
is with the United States proved 
the greatest stumbling block today 
to all negotiations for intra-empire 
deals at the trade conference here, 

With its dominions and colo- 
nies, the British Empire handled 
only aboyt 28% per cent of the 
world’s trade in 1930, while tlie 
United States alone handled 12% 
per cent, almost half as much. 

In the United States was sold, in 
1930, more than one-third of all 
the linen manufactures exported 
by the United Kingdom; 43.2 per 
cent of all the tin, and nearly, 19 
per cent of all British exports of 
leather and leather goods, other 
than wearing apparel. 

On the other side of the ledger 
the United Kingdom took one- 
sixth of all the imports from the 
United States, some of the out- 
standing items being four-fifths of 
the American exports of hams, 
more than half the tobacco, worth 
579,400,000, and 30 per cent of 
the total exports of motion picture 
sound equipment. 


U. S. Purchases in Canada. 


The United States bought more 
than 90 per cent of Canada’s total 
exports of fresh fish, hides, skins 
and pulp wood, and between 80 
and 90 per cent of its exports of 
newsprint and wood pulp. 1 

America, in turn, sold in Canada 
more than half its total exports of 
corn, vegetables, oranges and crude 
petroleum, nearly half its iron and 
steel and a third of its foreign sales 
of radio apparatus. 

Although with other parts of the 
British Commonwealth the trade 
figures were not so striking, more 
than 65 per cent of India’s ex- 
ports of gunny cloth, worth about 
$48,000,000, went to the United 
States along with 43.3 per cent of 
all the rabbit skins shipped from 
Australia, and 27.4 per cent of the 
sheep skins exported from South 
Africa.

Jobs to More Persons by 


Letting All Spend Less

ness leaders in a national confer- 
ence shortly. 

The likelihood that President 
Hoover will call such. a conference 
appeared after his talk yesterday 


with a group of New Englanders 
who presented a work-shortening 
plan. 


Gov. Winant of New Hampshire 
said, We made some progress in 
the meeting with the President.“ 
The Now Hampshire plan, would 
spread employment through a five-/ 
day week, shorter work days or 
any other method found advisable. 

“We have been assured that fur- 
ther consideration is to be given 
this and other means for spreading 
employment and that there will be 
other conferences and other die- 


cussions along this same line.“ 
Winant said. 
Alministration leaders also are 


contemplating even the four or 
three-day week, the six-hour day, 
staggering of working hours and 
flexible work weeks depending on 
the volume of business. 

Application of these plans, they

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Germany and War Guilt. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

R. JOHNSON’S letter on war guilt 
5 (July 24) suggests the following re- 

rks: 

the conception of national honor, flex- 
ible as it is, exists in Germany as in oth- 
er countries. A public international doc- 
ument, signed by Germany, declaring her 
guilty of bringing on the last war, is an 
affront to that feeling of national honor. 
If the Allies expected to get billions in 
cash from Germany, which was the ob- 
ject of the war guilt clause, they chose 
the worst method of doing it when they 
demanded the mogey and insulted Ger- 
many in the same breath. Why should 
it be unfortunate, then, if they should 
acknowledge what even diplomats re- 
gard as a blunder by removing the ob- 

i clause? 
3 | removal of the war guilt clause 
(Article 231) would not involve an ad- 
mission of guilt on the part of the Al- 
lies. It would merely leave the ques- 
tion up in the air, with no statement in 
the treaty on the matter. The chief ob- 
ject of Article 231 was to force Germany 
te agree to pay a huge war indemnity 
(often referred to as “reparations”); 
the omission of the stupid moralizing 
about guilt would leave the obligation to 
pay the war indemnity intact. After all, 
Germany lost the war and must pay 
Heavily—has paid heavily. If that obli- 
gation remains, why would it be “unfor- 
tunate’ to remove the moralizing and 
why would the removal condemn the 
Allies? 

The truth is that the war guilt clause. 
like the other clauses transferring war 
loot from Germany to the Allies, con- 
tained moralizing tramed for home con- 
sumption. The war had been represented 
te each of these nations as a war of de- 
tense; the treaty continued this propa- 
ganda. Now it would not do to pull the 
wool from the eyes of the various peo- 
ples too soon. else it would be difficult 
to get them to fight again. Therstore 
the war guilt clause will not be removed 
until the Allies have put across their 
propaganda for the next war or until 
they need to use the German army 
against the Bolsheviki, if Germany does 
not collapse in the meanfime. 

During the transitional period from 
the last to the next war, it is not un- 
fortunate” that the Germang should ob- 
ject to the war guilt clause. Rather it is 
fortunate, I should say, because it makes 
the nations remember the last war long- 
er and enables them to understand in- 
ternational’ relations better even if it 
does not postpone or prevent the next 
war.

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5 LIBERTYVILLE. 

A quaint story comes from the little Illinois town 
of Libertyville. Samuel Insull, the dethroned utility 
magnate, lived there in ancient splendor. His estate 
of 4300 acres is accurately described as baronial. His 
position in the community was that of lord of the 
manor. The people built their homes on Insull prop 
erty, deposited their money in an Insull bank, their 
children were born in an Insull hospital, were edu- 
cated in Insull’s schools, the good wife cooked the 
family meals with Insull gas, the head of the house 
read his paper by Insull light, Insull generosity 
helped build every church in the village and the folks 
played golf on an Insull course. Now the noble estate 
is to be cut into small farms and sold for creditors, 
and the town is stunned by the downfall of the great 
man who did so much for it, whose benefactions made 
life so comfortable and, seemingly, so assured. And 
it is easy to imagine that Samuel Insull, looking back 
on that march of conquest, dwells longest on Liberty- 
ville, on the deference of his own people—a deference 
composed of affection and worship. 

As for the town, its future, whatever it is, will be 
quite unlike its past. Life will be harder. Materially 
it will for a long time be poorer. But the people there 
will presently possess spiritual] riches they have not 
previously known. The town, it may be believed, will 
win the right to its name. Heretofore, Libertyville 
has been a false assumption. It was an upthrust of 
the dead order of feudalism which died on a riotous 
July morning when a Paris mob stormed the Bastille. 
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GERMANY HOLDS THE LINE. 

As a result of Sunday’s elections, the National So- 
cialists, followers of Adolf Hitler, ill constitute the 
largest party in the new Reichstag, with 2380 seats. 
However, these are not enough to control the Reichs- 
tag, so that Hitler’s long-heralded advent to supreme 
power in Germany is again deferred. Germany, in 
surmounting this last of a series of Hitler crises, may 
well have clipped the wings of this notorious dema- 
gogue. : 

If we go back to the elections of September, 1930, 
we find a spectacular Hitler victory. His party, up 
to that time, was a negligible factor in the Reichs- 
tag, controlling only 12 seats. After the ballots were 
coun in those elections, the National Socialists, 
with 107 seats, became the second largest group in 
the Reichstag. Overnight Hitler jumped from obscur- 
ity to prominence.’ His progress since has been siow- 
er, as Germany, despite unprecedented hardship, 
shows herself unwilling to trust her destinies to the 
brand of irresponsible leadership represented by Hit- 
ler. 
We presume the greatest, single blow to Hitler was 
the Lausanne agreement by which reparations were 
erased from this list of Buropean problems. For it 

Hitler's promise to cancel reparations that was 
one of his most powerful arguments. The remainder 
of his program, which he has changed from time to 
time, is, for the most part, transparently impossible. 
However, he still has one important talking point, 
namely, his pledge to strike from Germany “the ball

Machine Testing Fabrics Is De- 
signed by U. S. Bureau 
of Standards. 


I the Associated Press. 
1|" WASHINGTON, Aug. 2.—Years ot 
4| countless steps that gradually wear 


out carpets are crowded into a sin- 
gle day by a machine developed at 
the United States Bureau of Stand- 
ards. a 

It will wear out a sample of car- 
pet in a few hours instead «f a 
generation by producing at high 
speed the same stresses and 
strains on e fibers that result 
from years hot walking. scraping 


“steps” in so short a time wirr be 
useful in showing how and why 


various kinds of carpet mat3.ials 


wear out, and how they can be bet- 
ter built to resist wear, it is report- 
ed by H. F. Schiefer and A. 8. 
Best, scientists of the bureau. 

The new device does not ac‘ual- 
ly put on a pair of shoes and walk 
rapidly over the carpet until it is 
worn out, but it has exactly that 
effect on the carpet, they explain. 

When a person walks over 4 car 
pet the soles of his shoes bend the 
fibers of the “pile” forward and 
backward, push them downward, 
and twist them slightly sideways. 
The carpet-testing machine does 
the same thing. It speeds up this 
wear by subjecting the carpet to 
continuous “walking.” 

A circular piece of the carpet to 
be tested is tacked to a round turn- 
table. Two wheels with sole ieath- 
er tires rest on the surface of 
the carpet. The turntable is pressed 
against the wheels with about 1560 
pounds pressure, the weight of an 
average man. 

One wheel is turned by a motor, 
in turn causing the turntable and 
its carpet sample to revolve. The 
revolving of the turntable causes 
the other wheel to turn in the op- | 
posite direction. By the action of 
the wheels the carpet fibers are 
bent both forward and backward. 

A vacuum cleaner sucks away the 
material worn off from the carpet’ 
so it will not interfere with the ‘est. 
The air it draws over the carpet’s 
surface serves also to keep ‘t ap- 
proximately at room temperature. 

To measure how much a carpet is 
worn by the testing machine, the 
experimenters designed a sensitive 
gayge to measure thickness.
